The proposed amendments that are being entered withdraw claims 1 1 , 14, 19. 21-23. and 28 and cancel claim 26. Claims 
6,9,10.24.25.27 and 29-34 would be rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Graf et al. (US 4.662.079) as set froth in the 
Final Office Action mailed 04/1 1 /2007. 

In response to Applicant's request for reconsideration, Applicant argues the applied prior art does not disclose, teach, or fairly suggest 
"any means in a template on which a foot is positioned for a determination of a neutral position". The Examiner maintains that the positive 
recitation of and arguments in support of "any means in a template on which a foot is positioned for a determination of a neutral position" 
constitute an additional structural limitation in a template that is not positively recited in the claims. Conversely, the claims recite the 
functional limitation of "the template being adapted to allow a determination of the alignment of the foot on the template in a neutral 
position". The structure of Graf as set forth in the Final Office Action is capable of this functional limitation and the additional structural 
limitation has not been treated on the merits as claimed subject matter. Moreover, Applicant argues "the foot must be on the template" 
and the Examiner notes as show in Figures 5 and 6 and discussed in column 8 lines 49-65 that Graf discloses a foot placed on the 
template, as broadly as structurally claimed. 
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
